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PURPOSE: To obtain the titled cosmetic having continuously changing colors, 
by spraying slurry of a solid oil cosmetic base material having plural colors 
into a visual simultaneously so that adjacent colors are partially overlapped 
and solidifying the slurry. 

CONSTITUTION: A solid oil cosmetic base material having plural colors is mixed 
or heated at 70 — 100"C with a volatile solvent (e.g. trichlorofluoroethane, ethanol 
or acetone) having 30 — 100°C boiling point and preferably capable of evaporating 
at ordinary temperature to prepare the slurry having plural colors. Then slurry 
having each color are simultaneously sprayed into a vessel 1 using spray 
machines 4, 4' and 4" while adjoining colors so as to give the overlaps a and 
a' and solidified by evaporation of the solvent or cooling to provide the aimed 
cosme.tic having continuously changing colors through neutral tints of overlaps 
a and a'.

PURPOSE: To obtain the titled cosmetic packed in good surface finish, by 
spraying slurry of cosmetic base materials in corresponding coloring on the 
cosmetic base materials having plural colors packed in a row in a vessel and 
solidifying the slurry. 

CONSTITUTION: A hollow frame 2 is fit outside of a vessel 1 and packed spaces 
Vi— V 3 are divided by a diaphragm 3 inserted into a frame 2 and cosmetic 
slurry having different hue are cast into each pack spaces Vi— V 3 and the 
diaphragm 3 is pulled out and the slurry is solidified to pack solid powdery 
cosmetic e, f and g. Then slurry corresponding to coloring of cosmetics packed 
are simultaneously sprayed using spraying machines 4, 4', and 4" while adjoining 
each other so as to give overlaps h and h' and solidified. Thus a film having 
continuously changing hue through neutral tints of overlaps is formed on the 
upper face of cosmetics e, f and g.

CONSTITUTION: ^Asolution containing a light-unstable drug is covered with 
a capsule skin (a combination of gelatin, glycerol and various preservatives) 
containing fine particles of titanium oxide having a maximum particle diameter 
of ^0.1//m and an average particle diameter of 0.01— 0.07^m. Particles having 
diameter of ^O.l^m account for at least 85% of the whole particles. The am- 
ount of the titanium oxide fine particle is ^ 0.001 wt.%, preferably 0.01 — 5wt.% 
based on the total amount of the constituent components for the capsule skin. 
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
